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The Search Division considers that the present European patent application does not comply with the 
requirements of unity of invention and relates to several inventions or groups of inventions, namely: 

1. claims: 1,3-9 

A spray gun comprising a fluid housing with sealing 
cartridges in radial ports in a threaded surface of said 
housing. 



2. claim: 2 

A spray gun with a push and turn connector, a piston and a 
mixing chamber. 



3. claim: 10 

A spray gun comprising a purge rod and a mixing module with 
fluid passages having ends in different planes. 



4. claims: 11-15 

A spray gun comprising an air cap having lugs, said air cap, 
when removed, being engageable to a retaining ring for its 
tightening or removal. 
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
